By Clouso 4 
of tho Bill it is laid down that if 
a porson is found on board a ship 
botweon Hongkong and tho noxt 
port of call it shall, unless ho can 
prove the ownor’s, consont, be 
presumod that he was on board 
tho ship in Hongkong with intent 
to obtain a passage’ without -tho 
consont of tho ownor. Tho Billolso 
provides that an offence ogainst 
the Ordinance is committodby 
any porson who arrives in Hong- 
kong having stowod away in tho 
ship elsowhere, provided that he 
was voluntarily on board at some 
part of the voyage botweon tho 
last port of call and Hongkong. 
Tt is submitted that this logisla- 
tion is not ultra viros. To stow 
away outside the Colony is not 
made an) offence, What is, pro- 
hibited is ‘the arrival of such a 
porson in the Colony, It is 
obviously undesirable that per. 
sons’ of thia class should land 
horo, or have tho opportunity of 
landing hore, beacause thoy often 
became o charge on the Colony, 
and in othor caxes thoy tend to 
swoll the criminal population.
